Align the holes in caster assembly (A) Fig. 5, with four 
holes in support stand (B) located on the underside of 
base (C). Place a lockwasher (E) Fig. 5 onto a hex head 
screw (D), insert the hex head screw through the caster 
(A), and thread into hole in base (B). Repeat this process 
for the three remaining holes in the caster and base.
